At the recent meeting of the Council Committee on Public Safety and Homeland Security, 
several council members requested additional information relative to the proposed changes to 
the juvenile curfew ordinance. The information requested included: a reporting of the number 
of curfew citations issued last year, additional information regarding criminal activity of 
juveniles and the victimization of juveniles for time periods other than the 10:00 p.m. to 12:00 
a.m. period, the scheduling of forums to provide an opportunity for student feedback 
regarding the impact of this ordinance on our community's youth, the exploration of 
alternatives for officers from the northern portions of the city to have a more convenient 
location to process juvenile offenders, draft language for sanctioning business owners who 
knowingly permit juveniles to violate the curfew ordinance, and efforts to solicit TxDot to 
allow signage language informing those entering the city of the parameters of the Houston 
curfew ordinance. 

Regarding the first request as it relates to curfew citations, Houston Police Officers issued a 
total of 3,781 citations for curfew violations during calendar year 2005. The following table 
illustrates the number of citations written in each month.

Also as discussed, Juveniles are involved in incidents of violent crime as victims and as 
suspects. The following tables illustrate the type of violent crimes in which the juveniles are 
involved and the number of incidents during specific time periods of any given day for the 
calendar 2005. Table 1 depicts violent crimes committed by juvenile offenders and Table 2 
represents violent crimes committed against juvenile victims. The row entitled "ALL 
HOURS" represents the total crimes for 2005 that were identified as having been either 
committed by a juvenile suspect or a case representing the victimization of a juvenile. As a 
reminder, state law defines a juvenile as an individual under the age of 17. The other rows 
indicate the total number of crimes committed between the specified time periods. The 
columns therefore are not cumulative. This information is provided with the intent to offer 
some perspective regarding the nature of juvenile crimes and victimization patterns as they 
relate to violent crime during certain time periods.

With regard to the third request, student feedback is being sought. In fact, a town-hall 
meeting has been scheduled for March 30, 2006, at Booker T. Washington High School to 
offer an opportunity for comments from students regarding the curfew issue. 

Fourth, the department has been aware of the concern of lengthy travel distances for officers 
from the north and west sides of the city to process juvenile violators at our facility on 
Mykawa. This situation was created by a number of factors outside of the department's 
control and required the Juvenile Division to be relocated to the Southeast Command Station. 
We continue to explore options that may allow our Juvenile Division to be relocated to a more 
central location. Recently, we have engaged in discussions with Harris County Juvenile 
Probation regarding the possibility of utilizing space that they may be willing to lease to the 
city for processing our juvenile violators. Discussions at this point should be considered very 
preliminary. However, the Houston Police Department is very much interested in vigorously 
pursuing this option. 

Also, during the committee meeting, a request was made to have language authored that would 
provide for the sanctioning of business owners who knowingly permit juveniles to violate the 
curfew ordinance. This matter was referred to city legal to research and provide the draft 
language requested for Council's consideration. 

Finally, Captain J. P. Mokwa of our Juvenile Division has been tasked with contacting 
representatives from TxDot to explore the possibility of adding language to freeway signage 
regarding the hours of our city's curfew. At this point, we have no update.

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ARTICLE V. JUVENILE CURFEW 



Sec. 28-171. Definitions. 

The following words, terms and phrases when used In this article shall have the 
meanings ascribed to them in this section, unless the context of their usage clearly 
indicates another meaning: 

Curfew hours means the ho urs of 10:00 p.m. on any Su nday. Monday, 

Tuesday, Wednesday or Thursday and 6:00 a.m. of the following day, between the 
hours of 1 1 :00 p.m. on any Friday or Saturday and 6:00 a.m. of the following day, 
or between the hours of 9:00 a.m. and 2:30 p.m. on a Monday, Tuesday, 
Wednesday, Thursday or Friday. 

Emergency shatt means an unforeseen combination of circumstances or the 
resulting state that calls for immediate action. The term shall include but not be 
limited to a fire, natural disaster, vehicular accident, or a serious medical condition 
of sudden onset. 

Guardian shaH means the person who, under a court order, is the guardian 
of the person of a minor or the public or private agency with whom a minor has been 
placed by a court. 

M/nor shaH means any person under +8 17 years of age. 

Parent shaH means the natural mother or father or adoptive mother or father 
of a minor. 

Public place means any place to which the public or a substantial group of 
the public has access and includes, but is not limited to, streets, highways, and the 
common areas of schools, hospitals, apartments, hous e s , office buildings, transport 
facilities, and restaurants, theaters, game rooms, shops and shopping centers . 

Sec. 28-172. Offenses. 

(a) It shall be unlawful for any minor to knowingly remain, walk, run, stand, drive or 
ride about, in or upon any public place in the city during curfew hours betwe e n the hours 
of 1 2:00 at night (midnight) on any day of th e week or b e tween the hours of 9:00 a.m. and 
2:30 p.m. on a Monday, Tuesday, Wednesday, Thursday or Friday . 
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(b) It shall be unlawful for the parent or guardian having legal custody of a minor to 
knowingly allow or permit the minor to be in violation of the curfew imposed in section 28- 
172(a) of this Code. 

(c) Violations of this section shall be punishable as provided in section 1-6 of this 
Code. 

Sec. 28-173. Defenses. 

It is a defense to prosecution under section 28-172 of this Code that: 

(a) The minor was accompanie'd by his or her parent or guardian; 

(b) The minor was accompanied by an adult designated by his or her parent or 
guardian; 

(c) The minor was on an errand made necessary by an emergency; 

(d) The minor was attending a school, religious, or government-sponsored 
activity or was traveling to or from a school, religious, or government- 
sponsored activity; 

(e) The minor was engaged in an lawful employment activity or was going 
directly to or coming directly from lawful employment; 

(f) The minor was on the sidewalk of the place where he or she resides; 

(g) The minor was on an errand directed by his or her parent or guardian; 

(h) The minor was in a motor vehicle involved in intrastate or interstate 
transportation; 

(i) The minor was engaged in, participating in, or traveling to or from any event, 
function or activity for which the application of section 28-172 of this Code 
would contravene his or her rights protected by the Texas or United States 
Constitutions; 

(j) The minor was married or had been married or had disabilities of minority 
removed in accordance with chapter 31 of the Texas Family Code; or 

(k) With respect to the hours between 9:00 a.m. and 2:30 p.m. only , that-the 
offense occurred during the school summer vacation break period of the 
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school in which the minor is enrolled or on a holiday observed by the closure 
of classes in the school in which the minor is enrolled or that the minor has 
graduated from high school or received a high school equivalency certificate. 

(i) With respect to the hours between 10:00 p.m. and 11:00 p.m., the day 

following the offense is a holiday observed by the closure of classes in the 
school in which the minor is enrolled. 

Sec. 28-174. Supplemental effect. 

The provisions of this article are supplemental and shall be cumulative with all other 
laws and ordinances applicable in any manner to juveniles. 

Sec. 28-175. Enforcement. 

Notwithstanding the penal effect of this article the chief of police is encouraged to 
develop alternative enforcement strategies, which may include but need not be limited to 
the return of minors to their residences or schools, counseling with minors and their 
parents or guardians, the issuance of warning citations to minors or their parents or 
guardians, or the referral of instances that appear to also involve the violation of school 
attendance laws to those officers who are responsible for the enforcement of those laws. 
The enforcement strategies shall be promulgated in writing to members of the police 
department so that this article may be enforced in a uniform manner.

SPECIFIC EXPLANATION: 

The City Purchasing Agent recommends that City Council amend Council Motion 2003-1394, passed 
November 19, 2003, to extend the term of the auto GM car/truck, OEM replacement parts and repair contract 
awarded to Davis Chevrolet, Inc., from November 19, 2006 to November 18, 2008, with no additional 
spending authority required. A recent market survey of the most high-use items for GM car/truck, OEIVI 
replacement parts revealed that the present contract prices for these items are approximately 79% 
lower than the current market price. 

This contract began November 19, 2003, for a 36-month term in an amount not to exceed $2,664,741.26. 
Expenditures as of June 16, 2006 totaled $1,021,635.81. All other terms and conditions remain as originally 
approved by Council. The City Purchasing Agent may terminate this contract at any time upon 30-days 
written notice to the contractor. 

This award consisted of various types and models of GM automotive parts which are used by the Fire, Solid 
Waste Management, Police, Public Works & Engineering and Parks & Recreation Departments to repair 
various models of GM vehicles. This award also included a $688,128.44 labor component for repair work that 
cannot be performed by City maintenance personnel. 

This contract was awarded with an 11% goal for M/WBE participation, and Davis Chevrolet, Inc. is currently 
exceeding the goal.

SPECIFIC EXPLANATIONS: 



The Greater Houston Partnership (GHP) is supported by funding from the City of Houston, Harris County and many of the city's 
private corporations. GHP has worked since 1991 to promote Houston as the location of choice for conducting business, with a focus 
on increasing Houston's economic prosperity. GHP's Economic Development Division, that includes its World Trade group, works to 
solicit site consultants and corporations to look to Houston for both expansions and relocations, to increase investment efforts and job 
creation in Houston and to provide various professional services to further augment the City's economic development efforts. The 
collateral impact of these GHP activities, plus the direct effect of publicizing and promoting Houston in GHP publications, web sites 
and other communications media, will promote and encourage tourism for the Houston area and is expected to enhance the City's 
ability to market its convention facilities. 

The contract requires GHP to identify new business opportunities, secure economic incentives and increase outreach and 
recruitment activities to the region's targeted key industries to strengthen Houston as a competitive place to do business.

The Housing and Community Development Department requests approval of a Contract between the 
City of Houston and the Multicultural Education and Counseling through the Arts for renovation work to 
be performed on the facility located at 1900 Kane St., Houston, TX 77007.

SPECIFIC EXPLANATION: 

City Council awarded the subject contract with Justex Systems, Inc. on February 16, 2005, for a three-yearterm, 
for development and administration of an Assessment Center for the rank of Police Lieutenant. Exhibit H of the 
contract provides for delivery of an additional Assessment Center, if needed, but incorrectly references the rank 
of Police Captain, rather than Lieutenant, at a cost of $30,000.00, rather than $89,831 .52. The Chief of Police 
requests Council's approval of a first amendment to the contract to correct the language of Exhibit H to reflect the 
correct rank and cost. Funding for the contract is sufficient to support these changes and no additional allocation 
is necessary. 

Under the contract, Justex administers a written test followed by an assessment center to rank candidates for 
promotion to the position of Lieutenant in the Houston Police Department. The evaluators in the assessment 
center are police managers from other agencies outside the Houston area with the rank of Lieutenant or higher. 
The contractor developed the process in conjunction with a committee consisting of management and the 
employee group representing the Majority Bargaining Agent (MBA). Further, the contractor administers the 
testing process, reviews appeals, provides special services such as testing additional candidates, if the first list is 
exhausted, and serves as an expert witness for litigation associated with the exam.

PROJECT NOTICE/JUSTIFICATION : The project is designated as a major thoroughfare and is required to improve 
flow/circulation and reduce congestion and eliminate potential hazard along tlie I-IO corridor. The project is divided into two 
segments. Segment 1 is Park Row Road from Eldridge Parkway to 3,265 feet east of State Highway 6. Segment 2 is Park Row 
from 3,265 feet to 2,465 feet east of State Highway 6 and provides connection to the proposed I-IO controlled access lanes.

It is recommended that City Council approve ordinances granting Commercial Solid Waste Operator Franchises 
to the following solid waste operators ("Franchisees") pursuant to Article VI, Chapter 39. The proposed 
Franchisees are: 

1 . United Waste Services, Inc 

2. Sure Disposal Services, Inc 

3. Quick Silver Hauling, LLC 

The proposed Franchises grant the Franchisees the right to use the City's public ways for the purpose of 
collecting, hauling or transporting solid or industrial waste from commercial properties located within the City of 
Houston. In consideration for this grant, the Franchisees agree to pay to the City an annual Franchise Fee 
equal to 4% of their annual gross revenues, payable quarterly. To verify the Franchisees' compliance with the 
franchise, the City has the right to inspect, and the companies have the duty to maintain, required customer 
records during regular business hours. The franchise contains the City's standard release and indemnification, 
default and termination, liquidated damages and force majeure provisions. The proposed franchise term 
expires on December 31 , 201 3. 

It is recommended that City Council approve the proposed ordinances granting Commercial Solid Waste 
Operator franchises to the Franchisees.

The Houston Department of Health and Human Services (HDHHS) requests City Council approval of a grant application to the 
Centers for Disease and Control and Prevention (CDC) for network implementation of the National Environmental Public 
Health Tracking Program (NEPHTP), The start date for this project will be on or about August 1, 2006 through July 31, 2010. 
The estimated total project cost is $3,800,000.00. 

HDHHS requests City Council approval and authorization of the application to CDC for the entire project period through July 
31 , 201 0. HDHHS is requesting City Council to authorize the Director to: 1 ) accept and expend approved funding as soon as 
awarded; and 2) accept supplemental awards offered by CDC during the entire project period. 

HDHHS has received funding for the creation of a city-wide Public Health Information Network (PHIN) through the Public 
Health Preparedness (PHP) grant The primary function of the PHIN will be to function as a data exchange broker between the 
state, local and federal government health agencies.

FOR SETTLEMENT PURPOSES ONLY 



Adventures in Birds & Pets, Inc. is a pet store located on the corner of Westview and Woodvine in 
Houston owned principally by Betty Jean Jordan ("Plaintiffs") that breeds and sells exotic birds, and bird 
supplies and offers bird grooming and boarding services. The City of Houston contracted with Oscar Renda 
Construction, to construct a 54 inch water main along Westview from Silber to Spring Branch Creek. 
Plaintiffs allege that during the period February 2001 through September 2001 , the construction activities 
resulted in a denial of access to the pet store and injured specialty birds and the breeding program at the 
facility. Plaintiffs filed suit in Harris County Court at Law No. 4, Cause No. 801 ,238; Adventures in Birds 
& Pets, Inc. and Betty Jean Jordan v. City of Houston, alleging claims based on a constitutional taking of 
their property resulting from the denial of access to the property and damage to the birds, and alleged 
$1,000,000.00 in damages. 

Plaintiffs have offered to settle their claims against Houston for $65,000.00. After a thorough review 
of the claims, the Legal Department and the Public Works & Engineering Department recommend that 
Council: accept Plaintiffs' offer of settlement of the Dispute; and adopt an ordinance which approves and 
authorizes the execution of the Compromise and Settlement Agreement with a check made payable to 
Adventures in Birds & Pets, Inc., Betty Jean Jordan and Plaintiffs' attorney J. Marcus Hill, and which 
appropriates the sum of $65,000.00 out of the Water and Sewer System Consolidated Construction Fund 
No. 755 to fund the Agreement. The Legal Department has prepared the documents necessary to settle 
the Dispute.

SPECIFIC EXPLANATION: 

The City Purchasing Agent recommends that City Council approve an amending ordinance to increase the 
spending authority for Contract No. C56063 between the City of Houston and Arch Wireless Operating 
Company, Inc. from $303,207.17 to $446,636.33 for pager rental services for various departments. This 
contract is being used citywide by various departments for pager rental services. 

The contract was awarded on May 19, 2004, by Ordinance No. 04-0495 for a 36-month term, with two, one- 
year options to extend, for a total five-year term in the original amount of $51,215.00. Ordinance No. 2004- 
1246, which amended Ordinance No. 2004-0495, was approved on December 1, 2004 to increase the 
spending authority from $51 ,21 5.00 to $1 75,61 9.49, and was subsequently amended by Ordinance No. 2005- 
1132 to increase the spending authority from $175,619.49 to $303,207.17. Expenditures as of April 27, 2006 
totaled $231,257.47. The additional spending authority will allow services to continue through June 30, 2007, 
at which time another request for additional spending authority will be sent to City Council for approval for 
anticipated expenditures in FY08. The City Purchasing Agent may terminate this contract at any time upon 
30-days written notice to the contractor. 

At the time of the contract award recommendation, a spending authority of $1,047,874.80 was requested. 
However, due to uncertainty of the number of pagers being utilized by each department, City Council 
amended the contract by authorizing an initial spending authority of $51,215.00, and requested departments 
to identify and justify pager usage within their respective departments. Consequently, 1,686 pagers have 
been eliminated, lowering the pager count from 3,883 to 2,197. Pager usage and cost are being monitored by 
the Finance & Administration Department to verify that pagers are used in a cost-effective manner. 

The scope of work requires the contractor to provide all labor, transportation, materials, tools, replacement 
parts, supplies and equipment necessary to provide pager rental services. These services include all repair 
cost and replacement of existing pagers with the latest technology as developed.
